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DETAILED ACTION 
Withdrawal of Finality 

The finality of the Final Office Action mailed on Sept. 1 1 , 2007 is withdrawn. The 
Applicants' time period for response has been re-set to expire three months and zero 
days from the mailing date of this Non-final Office Action. The Applicants' 116 
Amendment filed on Oct. 23, 2007 has been entered. The Applicants' arguments 
submitted with the 116 Amendment concerning the rejection of claim 35 under 
35USC1 02(e) over US 2003/0190280 A1 to Shelton et al. are persuasive and this 
rejection is withdrawn. However, prosecution has been re-opened in view of the newly 
found reference, U. S. Pat. 6,835,320 B1. 

Claim Objections 

a) Claim 38 is objected to because it is dependent on cancelled claim 37. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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Claims 35 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U. 
S. Pat. 6,835,320 B1 to Komatsu et al. 

Example 1 in col. 14 of the Komatsu patent describes a method in which zinc 
oxide (i. e. the applicants' "first material which includes at least one metal element") and 
water are mixed together in a beaker to form zinc oxide slurry. The aluminum sulfate 
was gradually poured into the beaker with stirring. The mixture was heated at 90 °C for 
a reaction time of 5 hours to obtain a composition of the general formula: 

Al a Zn b (OH) c (S0 4 )d 1.0 H 2 0. 

Claims 38-54 have not been rejected under either 35USC102 or 35USC103 
because neither U. S. Pat. 6,835,320 B1 or any of the other references of record teach 
or suggest the limitations of these claims.
